Kentucky college of agriculture. 
Usually the refrigerator is set at nor¬ 
mal when it is installed — which 
means it can be kept partly full of 
food products and still they will keep 
cold. If, however, the machine is 
loaded to the brim with hot foods, 
and the rdte not Jogged up a bit, the 
results may be unsatisfactory. Too 
often homemakers leave the machine 
set wherever it was when it was in¬ 
stalled. Usually explicit directions 
come with the refrigerator as to how 
to re-set it. 

The making of ice cubes is an 
attractive feature of the refrigerators 
to many farm women, but it should 
be kept in mind that this is not the 
main purpose. 

By all means the milk supply 
should be kept in the refrigerator, 
instead of in the oldfashioned cellar, 
good as that was in its time. Milk 
may be poured in large crocks or 
else put in quart milk bottles, to be 
placed in the machine. The crocks 
and Jars should be cleaned thoroly 
once a day. Do not put onions or 
bananas in the refrigerator, as other 
foods quickly absorb their odor or 
taste.

LETTERS OF THE ALPHABET 
CAME FROM OLD PICTURES. 
The word by which we describe 
our twenty-six letters. Alphabet, 
is merely the first two letters, 
Alpha and Beta, of the Greek, 
though we actually borrowed the 
word from the Latin. Our sym¬ 
bols are Roman, says London Tit-

B 
stands for Bet, a house, and he 
explains that the present shape of 
the second letter still looks like 
the ground plan of an ancient 
Semetic dwelling. C is, it seems, 
the hump of a camel. D, which is 
Delta in the Greek alphabet, is 
derived from the mouth of a riv¬ 
er, and was originally of triangu¬ 
lar shape. He says that H— 
Hwata—Trap, is still reminiscent 
of the shape of the traps used by 
the ancients to catch foxes, while 
Y is the human hand held up¬ 
wards with spread fingers.

Experiments made at Harvard by 
Dr. J. D. Odiorne, under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. George H. Barker, 
professor of zoology, Indicate that 
the nerves also secrete chemical 
substemces which control the color 
changes in fishes caused by placing 
them in certain color environ¬ 
ments. The experiments indicate 
that the changes are not made by di¬ 
rect response of the fish’s skin to 
light, but to its optical response to 
surrounding colors. The colors are 
produced by a chemical reaction de¬ 
positing pigment in the cells, and 
are dissolved by a different-chemical 
agent. This theory required that 
the same nerve tissue produce two 
different chemical secretions, each 
one in response to a specific nerve 
stimulus.

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Hoyv to Drill Hard Steel 
In boring through spring steel 
with an ordinary twist drill, run the 
machine very slowly and, use tur¬ 
pentine for a lubricant. If the steel 
is very hard, it may help to burn a 
piece of sulphur on the spot where 
the hole is to be drilled, says a writ¬ 
er in Wallaces’ Farmer. Sometimes 
it helps to sharpen the drill point 
and give it special tempering. Heat 
the point to a cherry red—not hot¬ 
ter—and dip in potassium cyanide 
(poison). Then plunge in cold wa¬ 
ter while still red-hot. This will 
make the drill point very hard. 
Avoid heating the point to the yellow 
stage, as this will injure it.
